THLE SITUATION SOUTH. 


The New Gold Minea—Deserted alines 


and Crumbling Houses. 


George Catting has returned from 


Esmeralda county, where he has been 
since the 1st of February last. He 
went to Douglas,in Silver Star District, 
the new mining camp in Esmeralda 
county. The mines are gold-beai ing 
and the prospects are good for a pros- 
perous camp. Ed. Brown took a car- 
load of ore from the Hardscrabble 
mine to Taylor's mill at Silver City 
which assays from $100 to $125 per ton, 
Thorne and George sent over two tons 
of ore to Hawthorne which worked $65 
per ton in an arastra at that place. 


The mines were discovered last fall 


and there are about 130 locations re- 
corded to date, many of which are good 
prospects. 
A mill will probably be 


erected in the district this summer. 
There IB plenty of nut pine wood and 
water enough for milling purposes in 
the district. Douglas, the new village 
which is being bailt in this district, is 
about nine miles from Soda Springs on 
the Carson & Colorado Railroad. 


Mr. Cutting says the silver mining 


districts of Eameralda county furnish 
an object lesion of the ruin caused by 
goldbug domination. Villages, which a 
few years ago were prosperous, are now 
deserted. Fine buildings are crumbling 
into ruins, quartz mills are rusting, the 
mines deserted and desolation is every- 
where. There are several silver mines 
that show up large ore bodies that can- 
not be worked at present. There is ore 
in Tule Canyon, about 140 miles from 
Candelaria, that assays over 500 ounces 
of silver to the ton, but in consequence 
of the great expense of mining, haul- 
ing, etc., and the low price of silver, it 
cannot be worked at a profit. 


Mr. Cutting says a trip through the 


deserted silver mines of Southern Es- 
meralda will eliminate all goldbug idea, 
whether they have been inoculated by 
Republicans or Democrats, from the 
mind of any person who places the in- 
terests and welfare of the country 
above party success. It has cured him 
and he believes that he was as badly 
affected with partisanism as anyone in 
the State.

THE PROGRAM. 


The first thing on the program for 


the day was a bull's head breakfast at 
the celebrated Vienna Prater, where 
many old friends were again united 
around a board laden with all the 
good things of the land. Then came 
tho exercises at the Nevada State build- 
ing. A large platform had been erected 
out of doors and seats provided for the 
largo gathering of people. The building 
was not large enough to accommodate 
the many hundreds who nocked to hear 
tho pleasant speeches of the orators. 


Mr. J. A. Yorington, "Our Jim," was 


busily engaged in receiving Governors, 
ex-Governors and Congressmen, and 
was ably assisted by Messrs. Stoddard 
aud Ernst, while Mrs. R. M. Clarke, the 
1-idy manager, welcomed all with gen- 
erous hospitality. lion. Geo. W. Baker 
was elected chairman, and after a short 
and aptly-chosen speech introduced to 
the Nevada people Director-Genaral M. 
H. de Young, who welcomed our people 
heartily aud paid many pretty com- 
pliments to the large exhibit our peo- 
ple have sent to show the outside world 
what may be produced in our fertile 
valleys and dug from tho depths of our 
inexhaustible mines. Governor R. K. 
Colcord succeeded Mr. de Young and 
rnado a neat littlo speech somewhat 
sprinkled 
with 
politics. 
Adjutant- 


General C. C. Allen represented Gov- 
ernor Markham and extended a hearty 
welcome to visitors from the sister 
State. The next speaker was the first 
Governor of Nevada, Hon. H. G. Blais- 
dell. The latter was followed by ex- 
Governor J. H. Kinkead, C. E. Laugh- 
ton and R. M. Daggett. Then came 
General C. C. Pownitig, Reno's silver 
tougued orator. Mr. Povvning made a 
most 
interesting and 
entertaining 


speech. He gently reminded all Cali- 
f orniaus that Nevada has contributed a 
building, au interesting exhibit and 
$30,000 towards making this Midwinter 
Exposition the success that it is. Also 
that Nevada had frequently granted in- 
numerable favors to the Golden Staie, 
but had never asked one in return. He 
also called attention to the many 
million Nevada had given to the United 
States Government and how little the 
Government has ever done for Nevada. 
Then to San Francisco he said, "«What 
has cur State done for you ? Look at 
your fine buildings. Who built them ? 
Where did the money come from ? 
Nevada of course." After Mr.Powning 
came Hon. S. T. Gage, the man who 
made the first trails across the Sierra. 
Mr. Gage spoke warmly of his earlier 
life in the land of sagebrush, of our 
rich lodes and vast mineral wealth yet 
undeveloped within its boundary. He 
brought to mind the trip through' the 
west of the late lamented 
Horace 


Greely, Mr. Groely's marvelous pre- 
diction of the hidden wealth to be 
found beneath the surface in that arid 
region between the Rocky and Sierra 
Nevada Mountains. 
Mr. Gage spoke 


of the world famous ride of Mr. Greely 
when the notorious Hank Monk drove 
the stage across the Placervilla route. 
After Mr. Gage had finished his pleas- 
ant and interesting reminiscences the 
large concourse of people were dis-

An Automatic Electric System Which H«a

The frequency of railway accidents 


daring last year would appear to have 
acted as a stimulus to inventors in, the 
field of railway signaling, for an unprec- 
edented number of warning devices 
have been patented within the last few 
months. One of these, which is regard- 


£• i ed as specially worthy of attention, has 


successfully tested on some of the 
wy lines in Germany. The system 


is automatic and is actuated by electric- 
ity. The cilC-^its are ao contrived that 
two trains traveling on the same !i>etals, 
whether in the same or opposite direc- 
tion, are warned of each other's position 
by the ringing of a bell on each locomo- 
tive, while at the same time the two 
drivers (engineers) are brought into tel- 
ephonic communication. The same thing 
occurs if one of the trains be stationary, 
so that if there is any breakdo\vn 011 the 
line in front tho driver receives notice. 


The breaking away of a bar or cars 


from tho rear of a train is also notified, 
both to the driver and to the statiuD 
whicli tho train has last passed through, 
and tho distances at which all these 
warnings arc given and received can be 
varied in such a manner as to provide 
either long or short "blocks," accord- 
ing to tho requirements of the traffic. 
In fact, tho system seems to have pro- 
vided effectively against all ordinary 
contingencies, and its employment should 
greatly reduce the risks of railway trav- 
el. The German government experts 
speak highly of the apparatus in their 
ouir-ial report. 


Among oilier experiments a train en- 


tering u elation was warned of uii ob- 
stacle on the line; two locomotives ap- 
proaching each other on tho same track 
were warned; two trains proceeding in 
tho same direction, the second at great- 
er speed than tho first, wero enabled to 
giro each other automatic uotico of 
their respective speed aud position, and 
a train which was entering a station re- 
ceived warning that points wero iii a 
wrong position. In every caso notice 
was given in amplo time to prevent dan- 
ger and to render a collision impossible. 
— Pittsburg Dispatch.
